LONDON, Feb. 2.—Perplexity re- 
garding the question of insurance 
on the Appam is admitted at Lloyds 
as the case is an unprecedented 
one.

MUCH CONFUSION 
IN TREATIES ON 
SUBJECTOF PRIZES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—American 
Government officials are conferring to- 
da: over the complex situation growing 
6ut of the unexpected arrival of the 
British passenger liner Appam in Ham- 
Uton Roads in the guard of a German 
prize crew. The first point to be deter- 
mined is the status of the liner—wheth- 
er she is a converted auxiliary cruiser 
of the German navy or a German sea 
prize. If the Appam is found to be a 
man-of-war, Lieut. Hans Berge, com- 
mander of the German prize crew, will 
have the option of either interning his 
crew and ship or putting to sea to run 
the cordon of British <ruisers outside. 

Should.the Appam be declared a prize, 
the United States Government will face 
one of the most novel phases of its neu- 
trality that has arisen since the begin- 
ning of the European war. There is 
much confusion in the treaties and pro- 
visions of international law on the sub- 


ect of prizes. One theory is that title 


to a captured ship does not pass until a 
prize court has acted. The commonly 
accepted American naval view is that 
the title d immediately after the 
capture is made. If the latter opinion is 


accepted and there are no new devlop- 
mnts, officials will act under article 21 
of The Hague convention. This would 
involve a notice to Lieut. Berge to leave 
Hampton Roads as soon as he could 
provision his ship and make her sea- 
worthy. Failure to sail would oblige the 
port authorities to interne the Ger ma 
prize crew and turn the ship over to the 
nearest British Consul. 

Collector Hamilton's report, which 
was placed before the Neutrality Board 
today, says Lieuts. Berge made no re- 
quest for time to make repairs or for 
any coal or provisions béyond such 
food as was necessary for the crew 
and prisoners aboard for a short Aime.

Maklay has now reached Serengeti 
camp, which was taken by a British 
force on Jan. 24.

to cost from $70,000 to $229,000. It is 
argued by those opposed to any car line 
in the park that they. would mar 
the beauty of the scenery, give the 
United Railways Co. permanent pos- 
session and not provide adequate ser v- 


ice, all in the face of an experiment 
made by Park Commissioner Cunlift 
three months ago which showed that 
motor busses could be installed by the 
city for $25,000, which would provide 
service to all parts of the park, be self- 
sustaining on a 2-cent fare basis and 
keep the fingers of the street car mo- 
nopoly out of the park. 
Operated Motor Busses. 

Commissioner Cunliff’s experiment was 
made on Oct. 30 and 31 and Nov. 6 and 
7 A motor bus was operated from 
the King’s highway-Lindell entrance. 
west over Lindell boulevard to Union 
boulevard, thence over the Grand drive 
to Jefferson Memorial, to the Art Mu- 
seum, to the Zoo, to the World's Fair 
Favilion and back to the starting point. 
On the first Saturday jt carried % pas- 
gsengers; on the second. Saturday 209 
On the first Sunday it carried 448 and 
on the second 753. The * number was 
205. 

A 6-cent fare was charged. The total 
distance traveled was 205 miles. The 
fares collected amounted to $75.25. Al- 
lowing $10 per day as operating and: de- 
preciation costs, the cost per passenger 
carried was 1.9 cents. 

The experiment demonstrated not only 
that motor busses would be self-support- 
ing, on a nominal fare basis, 
but that they are afree from the 
objections which are urged against 
trolley lines in the park and possess all 
the advantages which trolley lines lack. 

But the St. Louis Art League adopted 
a resolution advocating. a trolley 
car line to the Art Museum, the

The plan which pleases the United 
Railways Co. is for a line starting from 
the terminus of the Laclede line at 
King’s highway and West Pine boulc- 
vard, pass under the Wabash Railroad 
tracks, cross the River des Peres and 
the Franklin drive, pass through a cut 
in the police station hill, over a fill 


near the park stables, through a cut 


near the site’ of the Pageant stage, 
across Nigger Hill drive and across a 
grade at the foot of the Governmen:

This route woud take passengers with- 
in comparatively easy walking distance 
of a number of the poihts of interesi, 
but not to all of them, as the experiment 
of three months ago shcwed could be 
advantageously done with motor busges. 

Another advantage claimed for the 
motor busses by those wao favor them 
is that the elastic service which they 
would provide would admit of them 
being routed for different occasions and 
at different seasons to suit the con- 
venience of park visitors, and riding in 
double deck busses wer smooth park 
roads is more pleasant than trolley car 
riding. 

In addition to the surrender of a park 
right of way to the street railway cor- 
poration and the disfigurement of the 
par.. which would result, it is pointed 
out that the danger would not be con- 
fined to grade crossings, but that the 
surface line would be a menace through- 
out its length because children would 
swarm across the track 
without regard to crossings. 

Commissioner Cunlitt says any mode 
of traffic that will take more people 
into the park is a good thing, provided 
it is not unsightly, provided !t has ade- 
quate capacity and can carry the peo- 
ple conveniently and safely. His pref- 
erence ig for the motor busses because 
they are more economica!, because they 
can provide a more flexible service and 
because they are more in keeping with 
park surroundings.

Fear Entertained That Stream 
Will Empty Into Mississippi 
Below Louisiana Line. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 2.—Fear 
that the Arkansas River will desert its 
present channel through Arkansas from 
tne State Convict Farm at Cummins and 
send its water down Bayou Bartholo- 
mew, emptying into the Mississippi 
River below the Arkansas-Louisiana 
line, was expressed here today by river- 
men. 

The river is cutting to pieces the huge 
levee in front of the convict farm and 
is finding its way across the head of the 
Bayou which is less than five miles dis- 
tant. With a temporary channel to the 
Bayou the river would have a compara- 
tively free course directly south, as the 
bayou in some places is as large as the 
Arkansas River.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Details of the 
sinking of the Italian steamship Brin- 
disi, which struck a mine in the Adri- 
atic Jan. 7, resulting in the loss of 260 
lives, among them‘ Miss Stefanie Ham- 
ple, an American Red Cross nurse, were 
brought here today by Dr. Edward Cu- 
not of Chicago, a survivor, who was 4 
passenger on the steamship Patria. 

The Brindisi, according to Dr. Cunot, 
had on board 427 Montenegrin recruits, 
mostly from the United States, and was 
accompanied by two Italian destroyers. 
The ship was within a few miles of the 
Albanian coat when She hit the mine 
shortly after 8 a. m. It was possible to 
launch but one lifeboat, Dr: Cunot said, 
as the ship went down in less than 0 
minutes. The one beat launched was 
caught in the vortex made by the sink- 
ing ship and went down with all of its 
occupants.

Thompson Traced 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—John Henry Ed- 
ward Thompson was born in Waco 
Tex., in 1882. His father, Capt. Hush 
M. Thompson, an officer in the Conf?d- 
erate army, removed with his wife, 
Anna Quackenbos Thompson irom Mis- 
sissippl soon after the war between the 
states. 

Both father and mother were pro- 
nounced types of the old South culture. 
The mother died while John was a small 
boy, but the father, still living, is close. 
to 80 years of age. At the time ol 
John’s birth Capt. and Mrs. Thompson 
were recognized in the best society of 
Waco as members of the aristocracy. 

They had been impoverished by the 
war, but entertained frequently, and 
to’ the traditions of 
Southern hospitality contributed to the 
continued impairment of their fortune 
until, by the time John was ready for 
schooling, there was little to give him. 

The mother was a strict Catholic. The 
boy was educated principally in paro- 
chial schools. He went to a public 
school, but in such a desultory way that 
there is no graduation or class record 
of him. 

There are five sisters and two broth- 
ers—Mrs. W. Wilks, Mrs. Eland Brown, 
Mrs. W. C. Richter, Mrs. Edward 
Thompson, all of Waco, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Smith, until recently of 119 Ash- 
land street, Rochester, N. J. John's 
brother, Hugh Thompson Jr., is a mer- 
chant at Sherman, Tex. After the moth- 
ers death and dissipation of the 
father’s fortunes, John, several years 
younger than the other children, went

The removal of his sister Nan to 
Rochester, where she studied to be a 
trained nurse, afforded’ John the op- 
portunity to get out into the world. Nan 
Thompson married William A. Smith, 
also a trained nurse, who later aban- 
doned that profession to become a laster 
in a Rochester shoe factory. John went 
forth to see the world and when vicissi- 
tudes overtook * him he occasionally 
turned up to spend some time at his 
sister's very humble home. 

The family in Texas heard little from 
him for several years. His was a peri- 
patetic exister ce. They heard vaguely 
of his life as a hotel clerk in the Adi- 
rondacks, then at San Francisco, of his 
being a floor walker in The Fair, a de- 
partment store in Chicago; a clerk in 
department stores in New York, of a 
br‘ef sojourn in Buffalo and of his some- 
time connection with theatricals as 
chorus man. In Texas they heard he 
had been with Shuberts, and also in 
the chorus of a “Ben Hur’ production. 

Waco saw John only once after his 
permanent removal, and then he came 
back, about eight years ago, apparently 
very prosperous.

Alibi Affidavits Offered. 

Friends of the present Mrs. Saint Cyr 
were assured that the story was false, 
that he was Saint Cyr and not Thomp- 
s0n, and were told of attempts to black- 
mail him.

former Texas friend of Thompson 
through a picture of tie society ex- 
quisite printed in the Ne York 
World. 

It now develops, however, that the 
‘Texan first saw the picture that led 
to these revelations in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch magazine of May 23, 
1915, in which four photographs of 
the pseudo Saint Cyr were printed in 
connection with an article, on his 
marriage a month before to the rich 
widow of James Henry Silent“ 
Smith. The mystery of his origin and 
the extraordinary story of his so- 
cial triumphs, despite the fact that 
his sponsors knew nothing about 
him, were Culy set forth. 

The young man was no mystery, 
however, to his former Texas friend, 
who wrote to tne, New York World 
of his conviction in the matter. A 
long investigation has finally re- 
sulted in EH eRe RR the truth of his 
theory. | 


had just purchased. On a telephone 
message from the World correspondent 
stating that he was in Rochester on 
the Saint Cyr business,“ Smith vol- 
unteered to come to the Hotel Seneca, 
where the World representative was 
stopping. On his arrival Smith was told 
that the affidavits made by him and 
his wife and the two Thompsons from 
Texas had failed to convince the World 
that Saint Cyr was not Thompson. 

“I don’t know whether you repre- 
sent Saint Cyr. or 4 World.” was 
Smith’s remark. 

“An Ambulance Driver in Belgium.” 

The World representative made his 
identity immediately known, whereupon 
Smith declared he had nothing to say. 
He lingered, however, for nearly three 
hours, and during the conversation he 
reiterated the statements in his affidav- 
its. He said his brother-in-law, John 
Thompson, had appeared unexpectedly 
in October last and had spent several 
days at the Ashland street address. 
Thomson had given, according to Smith, 
& meager account of himself—in sub- 
stance that he had gone to Belgium at 
the outbreak of the war and was driving 
an ambulance there—4 most natural oc- 
cupation in view of the fate that his 
sister and brother-in-law’ were trained 
nurses—and he had gone hack to Bel- 
gium to continue as an ambulance 
driver. 

On one point Smith was specific—thatr 
his wife had no wealthy orother in New 
York—and when asked to account for 
the general knowledge of the neighbors, 
gained from his children and wife, of 
the existence of the “millionaire broth- 
er, Smith could say nothing. He final- 
ly asked, referring to Saint Cyr: “Why 
do you keep after this fellow? He isn’t 
hurting anybody.” 

Saint Cyr’s trail in Rochester, both as 
Jack Thompson and Jean Harald Ed- 
ward Saint Cyr, was found to be as 
broad and clear as Main street, which 
is as wide as Twelfth street, between 
Washington avenue and Market street. 

Photographs of Saint Cyr were read- 
ily recognized by residents of Rochester 
of eight or ten years ago as pictures 
of the Jack Thompson who at that tinte 
was an habitue of the pool and billiard 
rooms of the Whitcomb House and Pow. 
ers Hotel. It was remembered that Jack 
Thompson, whenever he was in Roches- 
ter, seemed to have no occupation, but 
always plenty of money—at least ris 
clothes indicated prosperity. No one 
could mistake him for his clothing and | 
mannerisms and voice. 

Hotel Clerks Recognize Him. 

In later years the same man returned 
and was recognized by the hotel clerks 
when he registered as Jean H. Saint

Cyr, sometimes with his valet, and one 
time accompanied by C. Woodhouse.”’

But last November the neighbors in che 
Ashland street tenement. observed the 
coming and going of the aged father 
and brother—which, it was learned in 
Texas, were made quite unexpectedly-— 
and trips to and from New York caused 
a great deal of comment because of the 
sudden prosperity which the neighbors 
well knew -the Smith family had nvt 
theretofore enjoyed. It was learned 
from headquarters of the Rochester local 
af the United Shoe Machinery Workers 
of America that Smith had withdrawn 
a few weeks ago from the union upon 
giving up his job in Sherwood's shoe 
factory and that he was preppring t» 
retire to the country. 

Sister Remains Loyal to Him. 

Mrs. Smith was seen the next day at 
the country place at Taughannocx 
Falls. She, too, reiterated the content 
of her affidavit and said her brother.

“So that I have not the embarrass- 
ment in standing before you tonight of 
making the impression that I am urging 
the advantage of a party, or the ad- 
vantage of an individual. There are 
just as many men interested in na- 
tional defense on the one side as on tie 
other. They all are actuated by tie 
same motives; they may differ as to de- 
tails, but they do not dit‘er as to thei! 
objects; and I thank God there is hv 
party policies when it comes to the life 
and welfare of the United States. 

Do you suppose that if the country 
were in danger, any man would hesi- 
tate to volunteer on the ground that he 


belonged to this party or to the other? 
Do you suppose that if a Republican ad 
ministration were in power at Washing- 
ten any Democrat would hesitate to 
enlist; or a Democratic administration 
being there any Republican would hes- 
itate to enlist? Why, the whole history 
of the country gives an emphatic neg- 
ative to that question. We are not Dem- 
ocrats or Republicans tonight. We are 
Americans. . 

“It was a very thrilling thing to me 
as I came into this hall te see the multi- 
tude of American flags which waved 
above the heads of this audience, and 
upon every stage of my journey since I 
left Washington. I have seén flags, big 
flags, little flags, flags of every sort, 
old flags torn with use, new flags 


any wa§—upon improvised poles; upon 
the rooftrees of houses. upon chimneys, 
upon any. point of vantage, where some- 
body might throw tc the breeze this 
thrilling signal of our national life. And 
it has seemed to me that as each stage

1 was saying the other night that I 
knew of no case where one people made 
War upon another people. I know only 
of cases where one Government made 
war upon another Government. No Gov- 
ernment can make war in the United 
States. The.people make war, through 
their representatives. The Constitution 
of the United States does not give the 
President even a,participating part in 
the making of r. War can be de- 
clared only by Congress, by an action 
which the President does not take part 
in and does ot veto. 1 am literally, 
by constiutional arrangement, the mere 
servant of the people's representatives. 


Stories in History. 
“But I know that a great pulse of 


feeling underlies the thought of every 
one of you, as it underlies m.- thought. 
We teach our children, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, the history of the United States, 
and I suppose we do incidentally point 
out to them the great material growth 
and tremendous physical power of this 
country. But that is not what we em- 
phasize in our history. We tell them 
the stories—how proudly we tell them 
the stories—of the men who have died 
for their country, without any thought 
of themselves; of the great principles 
for the vindication of which America 
was set up and for which the flag we 
honor was designed to-represent, and as 
I look at that flag I seem to see many 
characters upon it which are not vis- 
ible to the physical eye. 

„There seems to move ghostly visions 
of devoted men who, looking at that 
flag, thought only of liberty, of the 
rights of mankind, of the mission of 
America to show the way to the world 
for the realization of the rights of man- 
kind; and every grave of every brave 
man of the country would seem to have 
upon it the colors of the flag, if he ‘was 
a true American; would seem to have 
on it that stain of red which means 
the true pulse of blood, and that beauty 
of pure white which means the peace of 
the soul. 

“And then there seems to rise over 
the graves of those men and to hallow 
their memories that blue space of the 
sky in which stars swim—those stars 
which exemplify for us the _ glorious 
galaxy of the states of the Union— 
bodies of free men banded together ro 
vindicate the rights of mankind.

Nagel’s talk followed, in large part, 
the outline of his recent luncheon talk 
on the same subject before the Jovian 
Order. He alluded to Festus J. Wade's 
suggestion, made last winter, that Mis- 
souri present a battleship to the United 
States. 

Make Honest Tax Return. 

“A better idea,” he said, would be 
to induce everybody to make an honest 
tax return for one year.. This would not 
place a hew burden on the people who 
are paying all the time.“ 

The time has come, he said, when this 
country must consider the possibility of 
attack from without, and must prepare 
for it. This preparation must be in 
other things than warships and ammu- 
nition. He described the methods of 
France and Germany, which require a 
certain term of service of every man, 
yet have had comparatively few profes- 
sional. soldiers. Each man in those 
countries, he said, is required to serve 
his country industrially, when he is not 
in military training. 

We must not believe,“ he said, that 
we can obtain protection by an appro- 
priation. At the same time, we can 
have no protection without large appro- 
priations. But our Government must 
also establish closer relations with in- 
dustry. It must control transportation 
by sea and land.

We are inclined to agree with him that all the 
plans for street railway3.in the park should be 
abandoned. 

After a quarter century of successful opposition 
to the gridironing of the park with steam and 
street railways the Post-Dispatch yielded to the 
pressure of public demand for transportation to 


the Art Museum and zoo and agreed to a plan to 


construct a depressed, hidden. railway in the 
southwest corner, to be owned by the city. The 
city was to have entire control. Even this small 
line was objectionable, but failure to obtain other 
means of transportation made it tolerable. 

This small, depressed railway has now blos- 
somed into a street railway line across the park 
tc be built for the United Railways, mostly at 
the cost of the city. It is to be partly depressed, 
partly surface and partly eleyated. It would be 
an unsightly, noisy and dangerous nuisance, 

We agree with Mr. Cunliff that the solution of 
park transportation is the motor bus. It is eco- 
nomical and convenient; goes to any part of the 
park and its service can be enlarged as traffic 
grows. There is no costly investment in tracks. 
No unsightly structures marring the park are re- 
quired for its use. : 

The surface street railway is out of date. The 
motor bus here i¢ taking its place and will inevi- 
tably supplant it. The bus is peculiarly adapted 
to park transportation. 

Let us give the bus line a fair trial first. If it 
fails we can figure on the street railway as a 
last resort. The city should repeal the silly ordi- 
nance against the use of motor buses in the park 
and try an adequate bus service to all parts of the 
park at a low fare. |

Measured, in fact, by all the circumstances 
marking it as a gallant feat of arms at sea—the 
unpleasant emotions induced in the enemy, the 
mystery of the new raider’s identity, the condi- 
tions of capture after Germany supposedly had 
been rendered impotent on the oceans, the es- 
cape through long lanes patrolled by British 
cruisers and the undetected entrance through al- 
lied guard ships to a safe port—it is an even more 
brilliant exploit than 
men in the earlier months of the war. 

The new raider, wherever she came from and 
however she got her equipment; has made a start 
sustaining the new traditions of her flag. On 
board the Appam were the survivors of six other 
allied vessels she had sunk. Her career afloat 
may be short, but it will be illustrious while it 
lasts. It mey also sadly disturb the allies’ feel- 
ing of sea security and cause burdensome ad- 
vances in British insurance rates. 
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SENATOR REED’S EULOGY on HIS DOG, 
Senator Reed’s eulogy on his dog, delivered in 
the Senate Monday, was by way of sharp contrast 
to the late Senator Vest’s classic.

AUSTRIAN SUBMARINE, IN FIGHT, 
Hab TWO ENGLISHMEN ABOARD 


British Captain Tells of Desire for 
Victory by Patrel Boat, Mixed With 
Anxiety for His Own Safety. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—A story of his ex- 
periences is given in a letter to his sis- 
ter by Capt. Arthur Stanley Wilson, a 
member of Parliament. Who, with Col. 
H. D. Napier, formerly British military 
attache at Sofia, was taken off a Greek 
steamer in the Mediterranean in De- 
cember by an Austrian submarine. 

Capt. Wilson says he spent 48 hours 
on board the submarine, in which time 
the vessel fought an action with an en- 
tente allied patrol boat. The feelings 
of the prisoners on board the under- 
water boat are described as having 
been mixed between a desire for the 
success of. the patrol boat and anxiety 
over their own safety. 

The submarine, the letter says, sighted 
an entente allied cruiser and submerged. 
Afterwards the commander of the un- 
derwater boat informed. the ee 
that the cruiser had been torpedoed by 
another submarine. When approaching 
its destination, the submarine came to 
the, surface d proceeded to port, es- 
corted by thr torpedo boat destroy- 
ers, which later were attacked by an 
entent submarine, but escaped.
